The new court has the power 
to recommend expulsion without 
probation, or a recommendation 
of expulsion with a six weeks’ 
probationary period. Recommen- 
dations will be made to President 
John B. Lemos who will review 
the court decisions. 

John Kelly, Salinas sophomore, 
and active in the Westminster 
Club, has been appointed as chief 
justice by Eastman. Associate 
justices appointed are: James 
Mehl, Watsonville; Charles Bem, 
Santa Cruz; Louis Scolari, Gil- 
roy; and Victor Ferrante, Mon- 
terey. Janice Lund will be clerk 
and keep minutes of all proceed- 
ings. 

Students placed on probation 
and found guilty of a second of- 
fense will be recommended for 
dismissal. After conviction and 
dismissal from college, the stu- 
dent’s only appeal is to the board 
of trustees.
